The Stale Liquor Authority was 
rmed with a new weapon today 
o combat price wars among liquor 
;cllcrs. 


A law signed by Governor 


3cwey permits the authority to 
adopt regulations prohibiting or 
regulating the sale of alcoholic 
leverages in violation of the pro- 
•isions of a fair trade contract 
entered into pursuant to the Gen- 
ral Business Law. 


An authority spokesman 
ex- 


plained that applicable provisions 
if that law prohibited a dealer 
'roin selling liquor above the price 
itipulated by a distiller or wholc- 
ialer. He said that while the new 
nove was aimed primarily at New 
York city, there were tendencies 
oward price wars elsewhere in 
:ho state. 


Under terms of the law, a viola- 


:or of the liquor authority rules 
vill be subject to these penalties: 
•'or a first offense, suspension of 
iccnse for not more than 10 days; 
ror a second offense, suspension up 
:o 30 days, and for a third offense, 
suspension, cancellation or revoca- 
:ion of license. 


Dcwcy also signed a hill con- 


solidating the parole systems of 
six separate correction department 
nslitutions under the state parole 
board. 


Asserting the bill was. "long 


overdue," the governor said that 
under present conditions, parole 
officers functioning under six dif- 
ferent agencies covered the same 
territory and that this meant "un- 
necessary travel and expense" and 
a reduction of time available for 
supervision of parolees. 


Under the old law, the state 


board directly supervised prison- 
ers in tile state prisons and the 
Elmira Reformatory only. Now 
it will act as paroling agency for 
the State Vocational Institution 
at West Coxsackie and the West- 
field State Farm at Bedford Hills. 


The three institutions for men- 


tal defectives at Napanoch, Wood- 
bourne and Albion will retain their 
own parole-releasing agencies, but 
the state board will assume con- 
trol after release.

COOPERATIVES 


The sale of thc Brescia Milk Plant at New 


Paltz to the Consumer-Farmer Milk Coop- 
erative focuses Ulster County interest on the 
role of cooperatives in American economy. 


Cooperatives began 100 years ago in a 


little shop on Toad Lane in Rochdale, Eng- 
land. The poor weavers of Rochdale pooled 
their resources in a cooperative community 
and launched an economic philosophy that 
has spread to at least 25 nations of the 
world. 


In the United Slates, the Mid-West proved 


particularly receptive to the cooperative 
plan, and associations of farmers and of con- 
sumers mushroomed. 


When the depression brought low prices, 


consumer associations faded, but the fanner 
cooperatives maintained their momentum. 


Today, consumer cooperatives are boom- 


ing again, and farm associations enroll three 
out of five American farmers. 


Cooperative associations own oil wells, re- 


tail stores, printing plants, cosmetic 
fac- 


tories, banks. They do a yearly business of 
nearly a billion dollars, and during the last 
six years, they have scon a 300 per cent 
increase in business volume. 


Private business differs in evaluating co- 


operatives. Some business men favor Ihcm 
as healthy comi>clilors and cfliricnl channels 
for distribution. Others fear them as rivals 
to free enterprise. 


But both friends and foes doff n deferen- 


tial hat to the bi'o;ith-lakiiiK progress of the 
young movciwnl.

KEVNES OF BRETTON WOODS 


After this war, the King should confer an earl- 


dom on John Maynard Kcynes who should thence- 
forth be known as End Keyncs of Bretton Woods 
—the summer place In New Hampshire where he 
produced a formula for the economic conquest of 
the United States by Its debtors. For In a speech 
In the House of Lords, on May 23, 1944, In explain- 
inn the ndvantap.es of Bretton 
Woods lo Great 


Britain, he described it ns a ". . . far-reaehins 
formula of protection nj»alrist a recurrence of the 
main cause of dclliUlun during the inter-war .years, 
namely, thc draining of reserves out of the rest of 
the world to nay a country which was obstinately 
borrowing and exporting on a scale Immensely 
greater than It was lending and importing. . . .'" 


In a word, Bretton Woods provides n formula 


by which debtors con repudiate their debts and 
the creditor is helpless to protect himself even by 
means of trade. There is, In Ihe world today, on 
balance, only one creditor nation, the United Slates 
of America. At Bretton Woods, tinder the hyp- 
notic cxpcrtlsm of John Mayard Keyncs, a plan 
was produced by which the creditor, the U.S.A., 
not only nuts up cash for thc stabilisation of cur- 
rency and the rehabilitation of world finance, but 
assumes the obligation of letting its creditors off 
scot free for past, current and future indebtedness. 
This sure is a novel innovation. 


The more I read the Bretton Woods agreement, 


the more I realize why it is that so many of these 
conferences nre beins; hold separately. The repre- 
sentatives of all the United Nations will appear 
at San Francisco. Two subjects will he uppermost 
In their minds because they are affected most close- 
ly by them: 1. Boundaries and the right of self- 
government; 2. Monetary and economic rehabili- 
tation. These questions are not to be on the 
agenda. Thc first was settled at Yalta from which 
all but thc Dominant Three were excluded- 
thc 


second was sctllcd at Bretton Woods and is before 
the Congress of the United States whleh is asked 
to put up nearly 56,000,000,000 lo get the debtors 
started on killing off the creditor. Should Con- 
gress anpropriate this money. I hilt would be tan- 
tamount to confirming the Bretton Woods Agree- 
ment as though it were a treaty. 


The problem faced by Bretton Wood;; antedate 


Ihis war and have been profoundly deepened by it 
They wnre most concrcjelv slated at the London 
Economic Conference in 1933 by Cordcll Hull when 
he said: 


"Depleted treasuries, collapsed price levels a 


destroyed international finance 
and 
commerce 


greatly diminished domestic production and con- 
sumption, thirty millions of unemployed wage- 
earners, a prostrate agriculture, universal mone- 
tary and exchange instability, mountainous debt 
and tax burdens constituted some of the paiiiu ex- 
periences of recent years." 


This Is the problem of today; it 
Is the 
in- 


heritance of the last war; it is thc problem of thc 
postwar era. This war has not solved if it has 
only served to make it worse. Furthermore, noth- 
ing can be done lo alleviate it without international 
conference, consultation, discussion and coopera- 
tion. Therefore, Bretton Woods was a sleo in the 
right direction.

Early and Late Peas in Victory Garden 


By DEAN HALLWAY

PEAS have their own peculiar^ 


ities, and the Victory gardener 
should remember that there i« a 
difference in the planting methods 
used for early and late peas. Peas 
arc a cool weather crop and there 
are varieties that do best in the 
spring and others that are suited 
lor late planting. 


Hundredfold, World's Record, 


Little Marvel snd Laxtonian ore 
all good standard early varieties. 


For late planting, Radio is sug- 


gested since it matures in about 
58 days. 
Alderman, Telephone 


and Potlach will also yield a good 
late crop. With the later and 
taller varieties a more generous 
crop is usually obtained. 


Plant pras two Inches apart In 


the trench, na illustrated in the 
accompanying 
Garden - Graph. 


Thus the peas are planted evenly 
and at a distance which allows 
the foliage of one row to shade 
the roots of the next, thus keep- 
Ing the roots moist and coot 


When the peas hav* been 


covered with, soil, "walk" the soil, 
as illustrated, to firm it. It is 
advisable not to fill the trench 
completely at first, but keep 
adding more soil as the plants 
develop. This method encourages 
deep rooting for hot weather en- 
durance. 


Peas planted late In thc season 


should be placed deeper than 
those planted early in the spring 
when the soil is full of moisture. 
In heavy soil plant the late peas 
in trenches about four inches 
deep. If .the soil is very light 
plant Uic late peas about six 
Inches deep.

One night, some 80 years ago, 


when the Central Hudson, now 
known as the New York Central, 
was a single track railroad to Al- 
bany, two fishermen were on the 
bank of the Hudson river on the 
east side at a point Just north of 
Linlithgo, when they saw coming 
around the bend a short distance 
north of North Germantown, 
train fully lighted, the headlight 
of the engine throwing a bright 
Ilare on the track and also re- 
jecting upon the water. 


They watched it, thinking it 


was a regular train, but as it 
came nearer they could hear no 
noise and they were startled with 
wonder and amazement. When 
the train reached the bridge which 
crossed the Rolief Jansen Kill at 
Linlithgo it suddenly disappeared. 


The fishermen returned home 


and told the story of what they 
had seen. 


That it was a phantom train all 


believed; some thought it was a 
warning that some o{ the families 
of those who saw it would meet 
with sudden death within a year. 


There had been an accident the 


previous winter when the train 
was seen, and some one had been 
killed. 
This bend of the road projects 


out into the river, so that one 
has a sideview of the entire train 
as far as Linlithgo, which is about 
a mile or more, and that part of 
the road can be seen anywhere on 
the track as far north as the Cats- 
kill station.- 


A few years after the fishermen 


saw the ghost train the watchman 
at the Catskill station one evening

Relief Jansen Kill bridge, as 
though it did not dare cross a 
stream of waler.

This question has been sent me 


several times lately and quite sur- 
prisingly I have found that this 
small detail is not unimportant. 
For example, on the card of a 
salesman, the telephone number 
looks fight but on the cards of a 
stay-at-his-desk executive, it looks 
wrong. 
Perhaps the explanation 


might be put this way: The tele- 
phone number implies an eager in- 
vitation to be called up. The lack 
of a telephone implies that he is 
someone whom you should go to 
see in person. In other words, the 
man who goes out to see clients 
generally has a telephone number 
on his card. The man who sits in 
ils office at his desk, doesn't. At 
east, that is the way they seem 
o classify themselves according 
.o the.examples sent me. 


The where to place this infor- 


mation depends upon the amount 
of wording on the card and upon 
vhere it "looks best." Usually 
his is under the firm address, by 
tself at lower right if there is 
clear space or otherwise at lower 
eft.

On Indians at Atharhacton 


Mrs. Henry Dunbar's paper on 


ocal Indian tribes, a subject to 
which she has given much study 
during her residence In Hurley, 
vas the featured Hem yesterday 
at the Atharhacton Clubs last 
study session for the year. Mrs. 
Dunbar, in whose home the meet- 
ng was held, displayed a collection 
>f Indian relics which she herself 
iad found on her farm. These in- 
cluded two finely carved totems, 
a small beaver and a bird on its 
nest, as well as pottery, clay pipes, 
arrow heads, pestels and fish-net 
sinkers. 
, . 
The types of implements found 


on her farm, Mrs. Dunbar said, 
seem to show that a small Indian 
village was once located there. She 
explained that much of her ma- 
terial on the paper was based on 
Arthur Pound's book, "Johnson of 
the Mohawks." 
The Algonquins and the Iroquois 


were the two principal nations of 
the northeastern section of the 
United States, she said. Language 
differentiated 
the 
members of 


these two nations, although there 
were other noticeable differences. 
The Algonquins. for instance, who 
nhabited the Hudson valley, were 
an agricultural people, peaceable 
and tractable. The Iroquois, on the 
other hand, although more inteili- 
jent, were agressive, warlike and 
Hctremely proud. 


These two nations were both un- 


der a matriarchal system where 
children belonged to the clan of 
the mother and were never al- 
lowed to marry into the same clan. 
Each clan had its totem, or guard- 
ian animal, such as the wolf, beav- 
er or turtle. The clan system, Mrs. 
Dunbar concluded, was as compli- 
cated as it sounds now.

London, April 13 OP)—Russian 


troops were moving'today on the 
C/echosiovak c i t y of 
Bruenn 


(Brno), 68 miles north of Vienna, 
after cutting the last lifelines be- 
tween the two cities in attacks 
that doomed the remaining Nazi 
forces in the historic 
Austrian 


apital. 
Moscow said Soviet spearheads 


burst within 33 miles of Bruenn in 
an invasion over the southern 
Moravia border. 


Inside Vienna, fall o^ which has 


been expected hourly, .there was 
bitter house-to-house righting ' as 
Marshal Feodor I. Tolbukhin's 
Third Ukrainian Army yesterday 
seized 60. blocks of the Jewish 
quarter of Leopoldstadt, between 
the Danube and the Danube Canal 


The Nazis have concentrated 


their Vienna forces for a fma 
stand in that small strip of land 
between the two waterways. One 
thin escape gap now remains for 
the Germans. It Is aloni? a rail- 
road running northwest from, the 
city, but Moscow said early today 
that this, too, was under heavj 
Russian artillery fire. 


The Nazis are suffering terriflt
